Gentlemen of the Missouri State 

Dairy Association: 

The seventeenth annual meeting 
of our organization finds us in the 
most gratifying environment as com- 
pared with the past. 

We are beginning a New era, this 
being the first meeting under aus- 
pices which ally us with the other 
great Agricultural and Breeders’ As- 
sociations of the State, and thus 
draws more attention to the dairy in- 
dustry in the position it must occupy 
in our State as land gradually be- 
comes higher priced and farms cut 
up into smaller tracts. The experi- 
ence of Missouri in the raising of 
cattle has been always along beef 
lines. As one gentleman recently ex- 
pressed it, every effort was made to 
get fat on the animal. Any cow that 
could have a calf was considered 
good enough to give milk. A good 
illustration of this is given in Profes- 
sor Fraser’s object lesson weher he 
shows 19 good dairy cows worth 1900 
of the kind which give only enough 
milk to pay for their feed; or as has 
been shown in Hoard’s Dairyman cow 
census, many of these cows being fed 
at an actual loss to the owner, not 
counting the value of his time in care 
of his herd nor the investment in the 
cows. A most lamentable picture. 

I believe one of the greatest boons 
to the farmer is the Experiment Sta- 
tion and the institute work under 
its direction. We have the men in 
Missouri who are doing this great 
work of building up our agricu'tural 
wealth until she is an Empire beyond 
question. Take the matter of corn 
breeding and selection. If followed 
out intelligently, it is not such a bur- 
densome task! yet if each farmer will 
adopt this system, it will add millions 
to our annual corn crop. The same 
statement applies to the work Pro- 
fessor Ellis and Dean Waters are 
doing along lines of stock breeding, 
and our own Professor Eck!es, in the 
dairy division, is undoubtedly adding 
to the worth of our herds of dairy 
cows by advice in breeding and feed- 
ing, which is hard to appreciate. un- 








less one follows the history of the 
work, which has been done. 
The intelligent and painstaking 


care which Dr. Luckey, our State 
Veternarian, has exercised will mini- 
mize and finally, practically elimi- 
nate tuberculosis from Missouri 
herds. 


The good roads propaganda is a 
child of the Experiment Station, and 
bids fair to have a vigorous and valu- 
able development. It is a pardon- 
able pride that points to these great 
movements in Missouri. 

We have been working for years 
as a separate entity. Now, we come 
in close touch with the other great 
lines of modern farming industry, 
and the result must be an increased 
impetus to all branches of agricult- 
ure. 


It is not out of place at this junc- 
ture to express our appreciation of 
the great good fortune we have in 
the eminent gentlemen who have 
given their time, and who will devote 
their valuable thought to our ad- 
vancement in the program to be en- 
joyed at this meeting. 


The Dairy Division of the National 
Department of Agriculture has been 
most generous, and year after year, 
sends of its best to our meetings, 
this year, Professor White, one of 
the practical scientists of the dairy 
world. Not the least entitled to our 
thanks is the great dairy and agri- 
cultural press, which sends the lec- 
tures and teachings of all the best 
minds to every corner of the State. 
No dairyman can hope to succeed, un- 
less he takes and reads these most 
valuable newspapers. They are the 
encyclopedia of knowledge of dairy- 
ing. 


The dairy industry in Missouri is 
fast assuming the importance to 
which it is entitled. This statement 
has reference to the various points 
where improvement has been want- 
ing: a larger investment in dairy 
equipment; beter dairy cattle; higher 
type of finished product; and to the 
farmer, a better price for his goods. 


Why should Missouri be paying 
out $2,000,000 surplus to other states 
for her milk, butter and _ cheese. 
There is no better pasture in the 
world than our blue grass, and in 
the center of the corn belt, we have 
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ensilage produced at the minimum 
cost per ton. 

The making of ensi'age in Missouri 
is a new method of feed _ supply. 
Naturally, it is looked on with some 
degree of question until its value is 
more thoroughly established. Who 
would need argument, if he were to 
realize that the chopped corn stalk 
has more feeding value than any 
roughage except alfalfa, and it is to 
be had at a cost of $1.25 to $2.00 per 
ton in the silo. This year in particu- 
lar, when hay is selling at $19 to 
$16 per ton, it takes very !ittle arith- 
metic to settle in the minds of the 
average man, what is the profitable 
feed. 

The price of mill feeds is less by 
1-3 than the dairymen in New Eng- 
land pay. We have the market with-

in our own borders. ‘‘Ev2ry pros- 
pect pleases.’’ There remaizs to be 
accomplished only the education of 
our people to realize how valuable an 
heritage is being wasted in the over- 
looking of these great opportunities. 
On the high priced land in Holland, 
the dairy farmer has made fortunes 
which are proverbial. No doubt the 
same condition prevails in the chaa- 
nel is'tands. We have thousands of 
acres of rich pasture land, which 
could be brought to return big yields 
of profit, if put to use in raising dairy 
stock. : 

The advent of the great creamery 
concerns, with their agents ready to 
take cream at the door and return 
a monthly check to the farmer, re- 
duces his otherwise precarious finan- 
cial business outlook, to a system, 
which give him ready cash to meet 
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his obligations, and a margin to add 
to that received from the sale of 
surplus farm products at the end of 
the year. 

In the vicinity of the great cities 
of the state, the opportunity to par- 
ticipate in the higher priced market 
for commercial milk and_ sweet 
cream, should make every small far- 
mer essentially a dairy farmer, and 
only incidentally a genera] farmer. 
In other words, his success will lie 
in his being able to feed his crops 
and turn them into milk and butter; 
the by-product, the sk'm-milk being 
converted into pork and veal, rather 
than to strip the farm each fall of its 
earned reward. The economic sav- 
ing of the fertilizer contained in the 
manure of a herd of dairy cows will 
in many cases decide the chances be-

tween failure and success in farm 
operations. 

These statements, it is realized, are 
not new. They are none the less 
valuable because of this, because the 
truth is always mighty and never 
loses interest in being kept before 
us. 

We have many reforms to work out 
aside from the problems of balanced 
ration and season for breeding cows. 
The advantages of clean barns, clean 
cows, and pure water supply. 

We would look to the State Legis- 
lature for help in many lines. We 
want changes in the dairy laws; in 
the laws with reference to the sale 
of artificial substitutes for dairy pro- 
ducts; for the prevention of adultera- 
tion of our output after it leaves the 
farm in a pure state. 

We want a fair and reasonable 





standard for fat and solids in milk. 
The Pure Food laws will harm no 
honest producer. It has raised the 
retail price of commercial milk in 
Kansas City to 8 cents. The farmer 
should have his equitable share of 
this increased price for his wares. 

The subject of sanitary milk has 
received, through the press of Mis- 
souri, more attention than it ever be- 
fore could boast. Keep up the agita- 
tion until every consumer is educated. 
to demand better milk, but to realize 
that for a high class article, he must 
pay an increased price sommensurate 
with the increased expense of produc- 
tion. 

In closing, may I express my pro- 
found thanks to the Association for 
conferring on me, the undeserved

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A Good Word for Skim Milk. 
(From the Literary Digest, Dec. 15.) 

Why should milk that contains 
much cream be accounted the best? 
Cream is on:y fat, and we do not rate 
the food-value of meats solely by the 
amount of fat that they include. Dr. 
J. A. Gilbert, writing in The Medical 
Record (New York), takes the view 
that this devotion to “‘rich’’ milk has 
no logical basis. In our earnest 
search after a fat milk, he says, we 
have probably gone to far. To quote 
from an editorial in The Hospita} 
(London, November 17) which notes 
Dr. Gilbert’s opinions appreciatively: 

“The milk which is the richest in 
cream is not, therefore, the most 
nutritious, for the very simple rea- 
son that a rich milk is less easily 
digested and absorbel than a milk in 
which the fat percentage is low. As 
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ing animals has shown, that a thin 
milk may prove, in the long run, 
more flesh-forming than a rich milk, 
inasmuch as the former is less liable 
to induce gastro-enteric disorders. 
Let us consider what this means. It 
means, first of a'l, that the enormous 
quantity of skim-milk produced in 
this country could be turned to more 
economical use than the feeding of 
animals or the manufacture of ‘ivory’ 
for table-knives and piano-keys. The 
despised skim-milk is a valuab‘e ar- 
ticle of food, capable of supplying 
many of the wants of the organism, 
ani, from its lightness and digesti- 
bility, peculiarly suitable to those 
whose digestive powers are debilitat- 
ed. It means, further, that butter- 
milk, which can be had for the ask- 
ing almost everywhere in this c3un- 
try, is also a valuable food for men

far as its other constituents are con- 
cerned, a milk poor in fat is as valu- 
able a food as a milk rich in fat. The 
fat percentage, the popular standard 
by which milk is judged, is most val- 
uable while the proportions of the 
albuminoids, sugars. and salts vary 
but little in the different samples of 
milk. In other words, while the en- 
ergy-producing and heat-giving qual- 
ities of the several kinds of milk may 
be great or little, the valuable pro- 
teid ingredients, which go to the 
building-up of the tissues—the prime 
property of any fool—remain very 
much the same in al! varieties of 
cow’s milk. Thus a ‘thin’ milk is for 
all purposes, save fc energy and 
heat production, as valuable a food 
as the so-called ‘rich’ milk. Inde<d, 


it not infrequently happens, as the 
experimental feeding of young grow- 


and women, altho at present utilized 
only to feed pigs. Sure-y, if he is 
esteemed the greatest benefactor to 
the race who can grow two grains 
of corn where only one grew before, 
in like manner honor should be paid 
him who rescues a_ waste-product 
and transforms it into a valued arti- 
cle of a nation’s diet.” 

These considerations lead the 
writer also to doubt how far the 
popular preference for the Jersey 
cow is just. Certain Jersey cows 
give milk so rich that they can not 
suckle their own calves. Jersey milk 
is hard to digest, not only because of 
its high percentage of fat, but also 
because the fat globu’es are larger 
than those in the milk of other 
bree’s. The Jersey cow is a de-icate 
animal, highly strung, hard to rear, 
and difficult to handle, and were it

not for the fictitious value set upon 
rich milk, the farmer would prob- 
ably rely on the more stable and 
hardy breeds, such as the Holsteins. 
To quote the writer’s concluding par- 
agraph: 

“It may seem that this argument 
runs counter to that experience which 
has stamped itself upon the laws of 
this country in such fashion as to 
make the fat percentage the standard 
for the estimation of the purity of 
milk offered for sale. And it may 
be urged that if a thin milk were 
legally salable as ‘unskimmed milk,’ 
watering could never be _ detected. 
This objection, of course, leaves out 
of sight the fact that a watered 


milk presents a lowered proportion 
not only of its fat, but also of its 
other solids. 

“At the same time we are of the 
public feeling is ripe 


opinion that 


for a radical change in the laws gov- 
erning the dairy industry. The pub- 
lic should be protected against un- 
scrupulous dealers, and, in addition 
to that very simple measure, there 
should be po:ice supervision to pro- 
vide against the purveying of a fluid 
called milk, no doubt, but bearing 
rather the character of sewage.’’

Report of the Ontario Agricultur- 
al College Herd 
By Prot. Dean tn Farming World. 


Our best cow in 1906 gave 11,- 
499 pound of milk and 465 pounds 
of butter. The average for the herd 
per cow was 6,513 pounds of milk 
and 277 pounds of butter. The value 
of the butter was $52.27 per cow, 
and the milk 104.74. The average 
percentage of fat was 3.65 and the 
average cost of feel per cow $30.63. 
Last year’s average profit on butter 
over cost of feed was $21.74, and on 
milk, over cost of feed, $73.58. 

The first nine cows in the herd 
were Holsteins and Holstein grades. 
We estimate that on three of our 
older cows we lost not less than 10,- 
000 pounds of milk duriag the past 
year as a result of using the milking 
machine, and our average is lower 
than it would otherwise have been. 

Regarding the champion cow, 
Boutsje, I would say that her record 
for 30 days in November last was 
2,522 pounds of milk and 103 pounds 


2,022 
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of butter. For seven days it was 
643 pounds and for one day 96 
pounds. During the year this cow 
gave 11,025 pounds of milk and 463 
pounds of butter. The cost of her 
feed was approximately $44. This 
cow will do very much better during 
the coming year, as it is altogether 
likely we lost a couple of thousand 
pounds as a result of using the milk- 
ing machine. 

As will be seen, the herd, not- 
withstanding the drawbacks incident 
to testing the milking machine, gave 
an average of 451 lbs. of milk per 
cow more than in 1905. If the 10,- 
000 Ibs. of milk which Prof. Dean 
estimates were lost, because of the 
machine milking were added to the 
grand total, it would mean an aver- 
increase of about 500 lbs. per 
for 1906 over that of 1905. 

The record male by the Holstein 
cow Boutsje, champion of the Win- 
ter Fair dairy test in 1905, and pur- 
chased by the Ontario Agricultural 
College, is a remarkable one. If we 
take Prof. Dean’s valuation of the 
milk as above, this cow would give 
a cash return for November last of 
40.35, or within $4 of what it cost 
to keep her during the year. At the 
same valuation she would give a casa 
return of $10.28 for the seven days’ 
milk and $1.53 for the milk of one 
day. If figured on Prof. Dena’s valu- 
ation of the butter per cow for the 
herd during 1906, this cow would 
give a cash return of $19.57 for but- 


age

ter alone during November last. Oa 
the same valuation for butter and 


milk the best cow in the herd would 
give a cash return for 1906 of $88.- 
35 and $183.98 respectively, or 
$36.08 more from butter an1 $79.24 
more from milk than the average of 
the herd. 

These figures should give the dai- 
ryman something to think about. 
They show what is possible in milk 
production by careful selection and 
feeding of a dairy herd. Let every 
farmer take a lesson from it; find 
out what his cows are doing, and act 
accordingly.

It is 
classic in style, unbiassed in treat- 
ment and as full of information as 
an egg is full of meat. 

Dr. Giibert is a scientist of no 
mean standing and the results of his 
investigations cannot be ignored. 
That they are having profound in- 
fluence is shown by the fact that they 
are published in the Medical Record, 
the leading medica] journal of this 
country, and reproduced in The H@s- 
pital, the leading medical journal of 
Great Britain. A proof that this in- 
fluence is permeating all classes is 
found in the fact that a very com- 
prehensive review of this paper was 
published in the December 15th 
Literary Digest, perhaps the most 
widely read literary magazine of the 
country. 

On account of its merit we repro- 
duce this review in this issue of the 
World.

truths are expressed in the following 
contained in a decision recently hand- 
ed down by a United States judge in 
connection with the union labor 
case: ‘There is something more im- 
portant than fair wages, and that is 
the right to work for any wages the 
workman is willing to accept. There 
is something more important than an 
eight-hour day, and that is a free 
day. Any enchancement of wages, 
any lessening of the hours of labor, 
any improvement in the condition of 
employment, would be too dearly 
bought by the surrender of the small- 
est fraction of individual liberty un- 
der the law. Workmen themselves 
are the last men in the world who 
should willingly suffer the loss of 
such a right.” 

There have been too many dissent- 
ing opinions, and too many reversals 
of court decisions for anyone to hold 
courts infallible, or, indeed, to hold 
for them anything more than decent 
respect. 

To surrender the ‘‘individua] liber- 
ty under the law” to work more 
hours or for less wages would, in- 
deed, be a grevious calamity to the 
working classes. Is it not quite pa- 
thetic the altruistic interest the cap- 
italists and capitalistic judges take 





in preserving the “individual liber- 
ties,’ of the working classes, “under 
the law?” 

Compare the spirit of this decision 
with the spirit of the words delivered 
by Governor Hughes at the Safety-De- 
vice Exposition in New York, Jan- 
uary 28th. He said: ‘‘The common 
law reflects the view that the laborer 
is free in his choice of an occupa- 
tion and voluntarily accepts its ob- 
vious risks. However convenient this 
may be as a matter of legal theory, 
we know that our industrial army is 
recruited from those who have no 
choice but to take the work nearest 
at hand. 

“The workingman takes the risk 
because he must work or starve, and 
in getting work he cannot afford to 
be too squeamish about the condi- 
tions under which he is employed.”’ 

If the workingman accepts’ the 
risk because he must work or starve 
in like manner he accepts the wages 
or number of hours. Talk about the 
“individual liberty’ of the working 


man! His liberty is the liberty of 
necessity, and too often = as 
anyone may know, who cares to 


know, this necessity is an artificial 
necessity planned and executed by 
the capitalist employer in order that 
the worker may exercise his 
“individual liberty under the law,” 
to work for less wages or long- 
er hours. ‘‘Piain and homely truths!” 
We wonder what a real, unvarnished, 
economic lie would be like.

This herd of 108 animals, of which 
just one-half were heifers with first 
Or second calves, produced in seven 
consecutive days 39,027.1 lbs. milk, 
containing 1,336.998 lbs. butter-fat; 
showing an average of 3.43 per cent 
fat. The average yield for each an- 
imal was 361.3 lbs. milk, containig 
12.380 lbs. butter fat; equivalent to 
51.6 lbs., or 25 quarts, milk per day, 
and nearly 14% lbs. of the best 
creamery butter per week. Large 
as these averages are, they are be- 
low the average for H.-F. reports. 

Aside from the breaking of the 
thirty-day butter-fat record in the 
junior four-year class, and the sev- 
en-day butter-fat record in the jun- 
ior two-year class of the division for 
records begun not less than eight 
months after calving, there is noth- 
ing especially remarkable to report 
this issue. 

Among the full aged cows, Maud

The record of Genevra Mercedes 
DeKol, 14.295 lbs. fat from 312.6 
lbs. milk, is very notable among the 
junior two-year-olds; while Lady 
Pietertje Rue and Johanna Rue Lady 
Colantha both exceed 12 lbs. fat. 

The records begun more than eight 
months, after calving again show up 
well; and Tidy Pauline DeKol 2d, 
11.363 lbs. fat from 265.6 lbs. minlk, 
breaks all previous records made in 
the junior two-year class of this di- 
vision. This heifer calved at the age 
of 2 years, 3 months, 7 days, and 
the record was begun 294 days after 
calvin.
